The sanitary care of the city's streets and 
alleys, including the removal of garbage 


and ashes, is under the immediate charge of | 


a superintendent in each ward, and these 
superintendents report to Mr. Fox, who is 
now in charge of street and alley cleaning. 

The ward superintendent is thus a vital 
factor in the sanitation of the city. He 
directs the operations of the men and teams 
employed and inspects the results. He is 
responsible both for efficient management of 
the forces and also for the quality of the 
‘work. He may in addition exert an impor- 
tant influence among the residents by en- 
touraging them to public neatness, Well 
kept alleys bespeak a good superintendent, 
slovenly alleys a poor one, and in any case 
his qualifications determine to a considera- 

ble degree the actual benefits realized from 
the annual ward appropriations for sanita- 
ton. 

It is tor bis reason that Mr. Fox has 
done well to institute inquiries, immediately 
upon his appointment, concerning the e- 
clency of his staff of ward superintendents. 
He has been inspecting the field at unan- 
nounced times himself, to ascertain not only 
how the sanitary work is being performed, 
but particularly how the ward superin- 
tendent is managing things. He appreciates 
the fact that effective organizatien in this 
work requires that each ward superintend- 
“ent be held accountable for bis district, and 
that a satisfactory result cannot be at- 
tained under an untrustworthy or incom- 
petent superintendent. 

As a result of his inquiries thus far one 
superintendent and his associates are ac- 
cused of selling collected materia) with- 
out accounting for the proceeds, and an- 
other is, accused of idleness and of having 
the city overcharged for a shed for his 
team.

O THE duchess of Northumberland be-

The duchess of Northumberland, who is a 
sister of the duke of Argyll, and a sister-in- 
law, therefore, of Princess Louise of Eng- 
land, is the most exclusive of English host- 
esses—even more so than the duchess of Buc- 
cleuch. She is a clever woman, and keenly 
conscious of her birth, her rank, and of th: 
prerogatives of the ducal house of Northum- 
berland. These privileges include that of be- 
ing buried within the walls of Westminster 
abbey. Formerly many great families pos- 
sessed this right, but they have either be- 
come extinct or have allowed the right to 
lapse. It is a right to which the American 
members of the house of Percy are entitled, 
although they are possibly ignorant of the. 
fact. For there are Percys in America. The 
third Percy earl of Northumberland had a 
brother of the name of George, who emi- 
grated to Virginia at the beginning of the 
séventeenth century, and who is recorded in 
the pages of Burke's Peerage ’’ as having 
died there in 1632 8. P. It would seem, how- 
ever, from the researches of leading English 
and American genealogists that these two 
letters were erroneous, and that on the con- 
trary Lord George Percy left legitimate sons. 
In the early part of the nineteenth century 
his lineal descendants in the male line were 
still living in Virginia, their ancestry being a 
matter of common knowledge, and I am in- 
formed that their descendants in turn are 
in existence today. In that event, one of 
them undoubtedly is entitled to the earldom 
of Northumberland, though not to the duke- 
dom, and he also has aright to the chieftain- 
ship of the historic house of Louvain-Percy, 
along with the Percy armorial] bearings. 

of course there would be no means of re- 
covering the estates, which are enormousiy 
valuable. These must be said to have passed 
out of the hands of the Percy family. For 
there is but little Percy blood in the veins of 
the present duke of Northumberland. In the 
early part of the eighteenth century the last 
of the real Percy dukes of Northumberland 
died, leaving his estates, comprising Alnwick 
castle, in Northumberland, and Syon house, 
at Brentford, to his only child, a daughter, 
married to the duke of Somerset of the day.

FIGHT SOCIALISM 
POPE’S ORDER. 


Encyclical Urges Italian Bishops to 
Participate in ‘Nation’ *. | 


‘| 


[FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE or THE TRIBUNE. ] 

ROME, Aug. 5.—The real gist of the en- 
cyclical which the pope lately has addressed 
to the Italian bishops is that it is the duty 
of Italian Catholics to make ready to fight 
socialism by active participation in the po- 
litical life of their country. The kernel is 
imbed@e@ in a good deal of more or less 
extraneous matter, but it is unmistakably 
there. The letter lays down the principle 
that the church is the guardian and pro- 
tectress of Christian civilization. The ideal 
of that civilization is unattainable, the pope 
admits. He holds, however, that the func- 
tion of the church is to restore it so far as 


possible. 

There are in Italy, as in other Catholic 
countries, numerous guilds and confraterni- 
ties which labor for that end. They are 
largely composed of laymen, and the pope 
describes the aggregate of these bodies by 
the term Catholic action.“ He enumer- 
ates some of the purposes to which they at 
present devote their energies and bears 
grateful witness to the service they do the 
church. They strive to reintroduce Jesus 
Christ into the family, into the school, into 
society; to rebstablish the principle of human 
authority as ive of the authority 
of Goch They have at heart the interests 
of the people and particularly of the mass 
of working men and of agriculturists.“ 

They devote themselves to the improve- 
ment of the economic condition of the poor, 
and accordingly they labor, that the public 
laws may be framed on just principles and 
that those which are opposed to justice may 
be amended or In short, they de- 
fend and uphold in all things the rights of 
God and those not less sacred of the church. 

— 

But the pope plainly sees that “it is not 
possible today to restore in the same manner 
all that- may have been useful, and even alone 
efficacious in bygone ages. The church, he 
adds, in the long course oc? er history, has 
always and in every case clearly proved that 
she possesses a wonderful power of adapta- 
tion to the changeable conditions of civil so- 
ciety that, saving always the integrity and 
immutability of faith and morals, and saving 
equally her sacred rights, she easily adapts 
accommodates herself in all that is con- 
tingent and accidental to the changes of the 
times and to the new exigencies of society.” 

The pope perceives that if “Catholic action” 
is to be efficient action, it must adapt itself 
to the social needs of today, but he also sees 
that something more is needful. To be really 
efficient, it must employ all the practical 
means which the advancement of social and 
economic studies, the conditions of civil so- 
ciety, “‘ andeven the public life of the states ” 
place in its hands. Were it to neglect these 
means, it would either run the risk of indulg- 
ing in useless experiments, or of proposing 
methods and institutions out of date and no 
longer understood by the people. 

It would run another risk. It might halt 
half way by not using—to the extent that 
is allowed—those rights of citizenship which 
the civil constitutions of today offer to all, 
and, therefore, to Catholics as well as 
others. His holiness dwells upon this point. 

It is certain, he declares, that the present 
constitution of states offers without distinc- 
tion to all the power of influencing public 
affairs, and Catholics, saving the obligations 
imposed upon them by the law of God and 
by the directions of the church, can with a 
safe comscience avail themselves thereof in 
order to show that they are as well qualified 
as others—aye, and better qual to co- 
operate for the material and ¢ivil — ot

cation. The pope declares that reasons of the 
utmost gravity prevent him from departing 
from the rule laid down by his predecessors. 
According to it “ the participation of Catho- 
lics in the legislative power remains in gen- 
eral forbidden in Italy.” So much for the 
rule—but it has its exceptions, and the for- 
mal statement of these exceptions is the most 
significant part of the encyclical. Other 
reasons, says the pope, also of the utmost 
gravity, dertved from the supreme good, of 
society, which ought to be saved at all cost, 
may demand that in particular cases 
should be n from this law. A 


The pope. evidently t thinks that the “ ex- 
ceptions” are likely to be not infrequent in 
the future, for he declares that it imports 
a duty upon all Catholics to prepare them- 
selves prudently and seriously for political 
‘life, should they be called.“ 

It could hardly be contended that it was 
the duty of them all to make this prepara- 
tion, ff there was nothing more than an off- 
chance that it would lead to practical re- 
sults. The/pope manifestly looks for such 
results, and accordingly he exhorts Catho- 
lics to show the same praiseworthy energy 
which they have exhibited in preparing for 
administrative life in the communes and pro- 
vincial councils, by establishing a good elec- 
toral organization, in suitable preparation 
and organization for political life. This, he
